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Female student 
alleges sexual 
assault in dorm 

Fellow student arrested 
following Sept. 17 attack

A female TJC student was 
sexually assaulted on Sept. 17 
in Holley Hall, according to of¬ 
ficials. 

Bernid Matandi, 20, a stu¬ 
dent of Tyler Junior College 
from Arlington, Texas, is the 
suspect and is being held on a 
$25,000 bond in Smith County 
Jail. 

MATANDI “[Mata ndi] knew the female 

victim and he invited her into his room,” said Randy 
Melton, director of Campus Safety. “We received a re-

port Sept. 17, Saturday afternoon about 7:30 p.m. from 
an RA, advising us that a female student had been sexual¬ 
ly assaulted: They did engage in sexual contact with each 
other, but Campus Safety responded immediately to the 
incident later leading to the suspect s arrest.” 

Matandi and the female victim were friends, accord¬ 
ing to Melton, and the suspect was a current TJC student 
who lived in Holley Hall.

Hazing policy is 
re-enforced at TJC 
senate meeting

At the Aug. 23 Student Senate meeting the Direc¬ 
tor of Student Life, Vincent Nguyen stood up and made 
a strong statement about the Tyler Junior Colleges zero 
tolerance policy on hazing, which left several students 
wondering whether or not TJC has a problem. 

Vice president of Student Senate, Caylee Stamps, 
said that the “Student Senate has a Zero tolerance policy 
on hazing” and that the reason it was brought up in the 
Aug. 23 meeting was to “stress so that we (the Student 
Senate) may ensure that it continues not to be a problem 
for Tyler Junior College.” 

But the question remains would the Student Senate, 
that according to Stamps “has errors, no matter how hard 
we may strive,” be capable of handling a hazing incident? 
Although Stamps assures students that “up to this point 
in the year weve been following all the rules,” how can 
an organization, that in the past couldn’t even abide by its 
own rules, judge a club or organization whose members 
doesn’t abide by all of theirs?

KETK’s Jennifer 
Kielman’s fight for 
health and recovery

Sometimes the most difficult battles are 
fought with an adversary, but with one’s self. 

Thirty-three year old KETK-NBC news anchor 
Jennifer Kielman is an example of what it means to 
overcome that. 

Kielman encountered a life changing illness at the 
of 32. After performing a self-breast exam, Kiel- 
Lanjfound a lump in her breast. On Oct. 18 2010, she 
was {diagnosed with invasive ductal carcinoma stage 
one grade 3 breast cancer. 

The diagnosis was very unexpected,” said Kiel- 
“I was healthy and had no family history of 
breast cancer. That’s when I realized that cancer does 
not Discriminate and can affect anybody.” 

ot long after her diagnosis, Kielman began her 


man 


quest to survive. One month after her diagnosis, she 
underwent surgery. A month after that, she started 
chemotherapy, a process in which a combination of 
chemicals are used in order to destroy cancer cells, but 
may also cause side effects. 

Following chemotherapy was 30 days of radia¬ 
tion treatment, which is a form of cancer treatment 
that uses strong beams of energy to kill cancer cells 
or keep them from growing and dividing. This process 
is effective, but could also cause damage to the heart. 
She now has five years of hormone therapy ahead anj| 
plans to persevere through it all. 

“Breast cancer is hard,” said Kielman. “It’s one of 
the hardest things anybody can go through. My body 
has been through a lot of things, but I still come out 
on top.” 

Every passing day, Kielman is proving to be a 
winner, with her consistent workouts in order to keep 
her body ready for the fight. Despite her challenges 
she hardly misses a beat. 

“I lost my hair; my heart has taken a toll, and I 
took a blow to my eyesight as well, but still I work out 
six days a week,” said Kielman. “On top of that, I have 
not missed a single day of work.” r

Financial Aid funds used and abused 

Students who get money, drop out taking advantage of system 


Money is essential for most TJC students. When students 
are not able to receive their money in a certain amount of time 
from Financial Aid, problems occur. The gripping starts, frustra¬ 
tion grows, and the anger arises. The Financial Aid office needs 
to make it a priority to design a faster, smoother method for the 
process. 

This is the way it currently works. 

Students have gathered up files for months now, sent them 
in, and then their Financial Aid is said to be complete. The next 
day rolls around and on their Apache Access the icon is once 
again yellow. Frustrated, the student heads up to the Financial 
Ad office, waits in line, and finally makes it up to the window 
all to find out that the process is now four to six weeks. If the 
student had known this information, then they would have bud¬ 
geted in order to avoid late payments. 

The way students are notified about the status of their ac¬ 
counts is inefficient to say the least. They are told to just keep 
checking their Apache Access. For those of us who sent abso¬ 
lutely everything in just to be told we forgot one more thing or 
something doesn’t add up is beyond irritating. 

Other students are the sneaky type; they choose to enroll in

Its unfair to students who actually come to TJC in order to 
further their educations. Financial Aid office is catching on to 
these students. They realize that these students are “cashing out.” 
One method they have come up with in order to stop this from 
recurring is to place holds on your funds. Which makes plenty of 
sense if you have been at a two-year college for three years. Why 
haven’t you received your degree yet? 

In that same breath, what about the students who started 
out at a university and found it more economical to attend Ty¬ 
ler Junior College. Between the two schools, they have enough 
hours but still need a semester to graduate. Placing holds on their 
funds is extremely unfair. 

There is an appeal process but what good does that do if 
you aren’t aware of it till the day your funds are to be released. It 
is a time consuming process to gather tax documents, W-2’s, or 
letters. 

Financial Ad workers should all be “on the same page.” 
Students complain that they go from one person to the next get¬ 
ting completely different answers. This confuses the students. 

The way students are notified can stand to be updated. If any 
changes are made to their Apache Access a simple email the day 
of would be extremely beneficial. 

Students would appreciate a new method of Financial Ad. 
One that is smoother and faster, because students do have pay¬ 
ments to make. Some students are having to drop their classes 
because they are not able to pay for their classes seeing that they 
have yet to be rewarded. 

TJC students have a need for money to live on, get books, 
or any bills that need to be paid. With Financial Aid making it 
harder for students to do this, a new and improved process needs 
to be put in place.

Daisy? You should know a few things about 
this registry. One, that no registry law has been 
shown to protect. NONE. The evidence is in and 
it is over-whelming, that public notification does 
not reduce offense levels. All you have to do is 
Google, sex offender study, and you will come up 
with legitimate, peer reviewed study after study, 
including even from the Department of Justice, 
showing the registry is NOT protecting your 
community. 

Secondly: The registry and associated laws 
were applied ex-post facto, in violation of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Thirdly: It is the legislature who has full con¬ 
trol to pass restrictions upon this group, even ex¬ 
post facto and not ANY of the restrictions can be 
challenged by anyone in a court of law to show 
how the restrictions, as applied to him, would 
not promote public safety (ex: a person who has a 
residency restriction that forces homelessness and 
away from a support system). 

Fourth: Isolation and banishment only leads 
to alienation, which only leads to offending, sex¬ 
ual or otherwise. 

Fifth: Sex offenders have the LOWEST 
rate of re-offense than ANY other crime group. 
Most people counter, that is because they don’t 
get caught, as if the other crime groups always get 
caught. 

Sixth: Most sex offenses happen in the fam¬ 
ily and are not by strangers. Stranger/victim rape 
is rare and is the most violent of all sexual abuse 
cases. 

Seventh: The use of the registry to solve a 
crime is extremely rare. I would be that police of¬ 
ficer Erbaugh has NEVER used the registry to 
solve ANY crimes. 

Eighth: The registry is stripping a person of 
safety and/or security. When the only outcomes 
of the registry are that people are run out of their 
neighborhoods, away from their support systems, 
into isolation and desperation, with no friends, no 
job and no hope everyone is in more danger. It 
is axiomatic to say, Daisy, that no person has to 
subject themselves to such outcomes that a public 
registry has.

Three strikes and you’re out 

Apaches caught without lanyards face expulsion

Many students on campus do not 
know the penalty for not wearing their 
lanyards. One too many offenses can lead 
to expulsion. If students neglect to wear 
their lanyards, disciplinary action will be 
implemented. 

“The first offense is a warning and 
the student will be issued a day pass. The 
second time the student will be written 
up. The final strike can lead to expulsion,” 
said Damien Williams, director of student 
support services 

Depending on the situation and time 
period, it is possible for the student to be 
suspended parts of the upcoming semester, 
Williams explained. 


The TJC website states that the 
lanyard policy was established early the 
fall of 2010 so that others know their 
role at the college and visitors can be 
identifiable. 

According to TJC’s website, past 
visitors were stated to have taken advantage 
of the hospitality with unacceptable 
behavior. The website reports that wearing 
lanyards lets the college know who belongs 
on campus and who doesn’t. 

The lanyards have served their 
purpose in keeping intruders out and 
our campus safe. According to staff 
reports in fall 2010, a man was stopped by 
Campus Safety Chief Randy Melton for 
not wearing the lanyard. After the man 
refused to provide identification, Melton 
took him into custody and found out that 


the man was actually Christopher O’Brien, 
1 of the 6 responsible for the drug bust in 
March, 2009. 

Some students more than disagree 
with the lanyard policy. 

“We’re students; sometimes we 
forget. I think it is stupid. Sometimes I see 
students being written up for not wearing 
their lanyards, and I’ll walk by shaking my 
head,” said Emmanuel Vialle, 19. 

Some students did not realize the 
punishment was so drastic and they 
witnessed more and more students written 
up for not wearing their lanyards. 

“It wasn’t as bad last semester with 
students being written up,” said Jessica 
Cornelio, a nursing major. “I had no idea 
you could be suspended in the upcoming 
semester following the expulsion.”

Free tutoring 
lowers class 
drop rate for 
TJC students

Dropping a class is a complete waste 
of money. 

“For students who get three or more 
tutoring sessions in a certain class their 
withdrawal rate is sometimes 20 to 40 
percent lower than students who didn’t 
get any tutoring,” said Tracey Williams, 
Tyler Junior College licensed profes¬ 
sional/counselor/tutor coordinator and 
learning specialist. 

The students who use the tutoring 
service normally get better grades. When 
students make a connection to someone 
on campus, their success rate is higher. In 
this case, the tutor could be that connec¬ 
tion. All of the tutors are trained in a 
specific learning style, so they can cater 
to the different learning styles. 

Tutors will usually try to tutor in 
their own learning style, but it really 
helps if they are able to learn different 
forms of teaching because all students do 
not learn in the same fashion. 

Students that learn in only one style 
will sometimes freeze up with anxiety 
during a test, but if they learn other ways, 
they have more of a chance of remem¬ 
bering what they learned while taking 
the test. The tutors are taught that differ¬ 
ent methods are sometimes needed. 

Tutors can get nationally certified 
by attending 10 hours of training and 
completing 25 hours of tutoring. Which, 
basically, means they are trained and can 
earn a pay raise. 

“A lot of people on campus don’t 
even know this,” said Williams.

Tyler Junior College 
sophomore and nursing student 
Tiffany McKenzie knows the 
importance of being able to find 
resources that help students 
understand what they read. The 
Quality Enhancement Plan 
also shares this goal and in early 
October, construction will start 
on the Quest Student Success 
Center, a place where all students 
can come and get help with 
reading. 

“When I took Reading 0302, 
to be at the [QSSC], it helped 
me know how to get a better 
understanding of what I read,” 
said McKenzie. 

The QSSC will be in the 
northeast corner of the library 
and is expected to be finished in 
January, 2012. It will include a 
classroom, an office for Quality 


Enhancement Plan Director, 
Wade Skinner, and a computer 
lab. 

Skinner believes the QSSC 
will not just help students who 
have problems with reading but 
will benefit all TJC students. 

“It is not a developmental 
initiative. This is designed for 
everybody,” said Skinner. “So 
think of it like you would the 
writing center where anybody can 
come and get help for writing.” 

According to Skinner, the 
QSSC will have tutors who 
can help students with their 
reading comprehension skills 
and this spring, they will also 
have workshops that students can 
attend for free. 

Librarian Marian Jackson 
thinks the QSSC lab will be a 
good addition for the library.

The aquatic center attracts not only stu¬ 
dents, but the public as well. It is open Monday 
through Friday for laps, 6-7:50 a.m. and 11- 
12:50 p.m. On Mondays and Wednesdays, the 
pool is also open for laps at 8-8:50 p.m. 

Swimming caps are required for shoulder- 
length or longer hair. Lifeguards are on duty at 
all times. The aquatic center also has 28 show¬ 
ers and a room filled with lockers for personal 
belongings. 

“Students should take advantage of the 
HPE Center,” said Robert Mahon, Ornelas 
HPE center director. “There’s a variety of equip¬ 
ment to accommodate everyone. By using the 
gym, students benefit health wise. They keep in 
shape.” 

Allison Parks, HPE student worker and a 
sophomore says, “I enjoy working at the HPE 
Center. Its a very laid-back environment and 
convenient to students. The HPE is bettering 
your way of life.” 

In order to attract students, TJC has made 


some changes to the gymnasium. Since adding 
new equipment to the facility, staff says they 
have seen an increase in use. Renovations in¬ 
clude new weight and cardio equipment, aquat¬ 
ic center changes and renovated wooden floor 
for the basketball court. 

“The HPE is a very used facility. All 
athletes workout here because of the weight 
rooms,” Mahon said. Besides being a workout 
center, the HPE is also home to the Apache 
Band, Apache Belles and Dance department. It 
served as the volleyball team’s home gym during 
the 2010 season when Wagstaff Gymnasium 
was undergoing repairs. 

The gymnasium complex is open seven 
days a week daily; hours vary. Lanyards are re¬ 
quired in order to workout at the gym. For more 
information about the facility, contact the front 
desk of the Ornelas HPE Center.

Williams does all the hiring and looks for students 
with an A average along with interpersonal skills. 

“A lot of tutors end up changing their major to ed¬ 
ucation,” said Williams. “Some tutors enjoy tutoring so 
much and seeing the progression of a student that they 
will decide to teach.” 

TJC has around 150 tutors right now and most of 
them are actually students themselves, who can tutor a 
maximum of 18 hours a week. They normally do not 
work a full 18 hours because of their busy schedules. 

All tutoring requires an appointment and is held 
in the Learning Loft on the third floor in the Rogers 
Student Center. This is so the staff can keep an eye on 
everybody making it a safe environment. 

“You cant learn if you don’t feel safe,” said Danna 
Reed, staff technician at TJC. 

Some of the tutors are former TJC students, who 
have moved on to the University of Texas at Tyler to 
continue their educations. These students usually tutor 
the upper level science and math courses. 

Getting tutored is not a long-term commitment as 
some students think. 

“It’s not something that’s going to tie you down all 
semester and you have to be here,” said Williams. 

At the Learning Loft, they feel like it’s a success if they see a student a couple of times and 
don’t see them come back. They have done their job and set the student on the right track.

“Because reading and the library have 
long gone hand in hand, I just think it makes 
sense,” said Jackson. “ The center is going to be 
almost a one-stop shop in that they can come 
here to get info, needs met, and they can come 
to get a tutor.” 

Jackson also hopes the QSSC builds 
students’ passion for reading. 

“Personally, I hope [students] develop a 
love for reading,” said Jackson. “I hope that 
they develop their critical thinking skills. Boy, 
do they need it now.” 

During the construction period, the 
library will not have to close but it might get a 
little loud until the work is complete. 

“We’re going to be open for business, 
it will just be noisy,” Jackson said. “We can’t 
afford to pay overtime for the construction to 
take place when were closed.”

NJCAA passes new rules on recruiting

Apprehensive by the number of international athletes 
competing, the National Junior College Athletic Association 
passed a rule that restricts the number of international athletes 
competing in intercollegiate sports. The new law limits teams 
to a specific percentage of international players they can re¬ 
cruit. It is to go into effect August 2012. 

Originally, teams were allowed to award 25 percent of 
their scholarship money to international athletes but had no 
limit on the number of foreign athletes that could compete. 

Katie Miller, a sophomore from Mineola and a mem¬ 
ber of the womens soccer team exclaimed, “ This rule is only 
stealing a good education from foreign athletes! The fact that 
only four of our players can be international is ridiculous.” 

Stacie Murray is a freshman and midfielder for the 
womans soccer and also a native of Southampton, England, 
and agrees with her teammate. While supporting the mens 
soccer team during their match against Coastal Bend College, 
she said, “I feel that this rule is unfair.” 

The NJCAA argued that they couldn’t check the 
backgrounds of all international athletes giving athletes an ad¬ 
vantage if they had competed in semi-professional leagues in 
their home country. 

The number of international athletes competing in 
the United States has dramatically increased over the past 10 


years. Tripling in numbers, the popularity for competing 
foreign athletes in the Unites States went from a less than 
3,600 athletes to nearly 11,000. 

Age difference on foreign athletes was also a major 
issue. Schools often recruited international students that were 
older and more experienced than competing athletes. 

While some TJC teams wont be as affected as others, 
teams with a roster containing mostly international athletes 
could take a fall. Only time will tell. 

“I don’t see the rule going through. It has passed but 
has never gone into effect in the past. The rule will be revisited 
in March. If it does go through, however, we will adjust and 
move on. We will be fine.” said head coach of the womens soc¬ 
cer team, Corey Rose. 

TJC’s mens soccer team, two time national champi¬ 
ons, is no stranger to international players. This fall, 17 players 
out of the 25-man roster are internationals. While soccer is 
main athletic program bringing in foreign athletes, the rates 



for international athletes competing in volleyball and tennis 
are also on the rise. 

Coleman Swierc, KLTV’s sports anchor and reporter 
says, “ It will change the make up of teams that’s rosters heav¬ 
ily rely on foreign players. Local players will benefit from this 
new rule but the coaches at TJC are good enough that they’ll 
be able to find talent.” 

The United States is the only country that allows ath¬ 
letes to attend college and play a competitive sport. Athletes 
in foreign countries have to choose between competing on a 
professional league or getting an education else where. When 
the rule is revisited, coaches from Region 14 will attempt to 
persuade the NJCAA Board of Directors to not go though 
with the new law. 

Athletic Director Tim Drain is hoping that the board 
will consider the consequences that this rule will imply." In¬ 
ternational students pay the highest fees to get an education. 
If the rule passed, I feel that junior colleges would see a loss 
financially when it came to international students.” 

Drain is very confident thatTJC’s athletic program will 
survive. With majority of the coaching staff being recipients of 
various elite awards and a renewed athletic facility, attracting 
athletes is not something Drain is worried about. 

“Every team is different. Each one is going to be ef¬ 
fected differently when the rule goes into effect but I am con¬ 
fident that our campus, athletic department and coaches will 
keep attracting athletes to TJC,” said Drain.

Most people only think about what football players 
do on the field and not the academic and behavioral stan¬ 
dards they must maintain off the field. TJC Head Foot¬ 
ball Coach Danny Palmer emphasized that student- 
athletes must first be good students. 

“There’s a lot of responsibility in being a stu¬ 
dent-athlete,” said Palmer, who is in his fifth year 
as head coach of the Apaches. 

Football team members practice 
every morning as well as attend classes in the 
afternoon and at night. They must maintain 
a GPA of at least 2.0 to remain eligible to 
compete. Freshmen must maintain a 2.0 
GPA and complete at least 24 credit hours 
in order to be eligible to participate die 
next season. 

A few of the players agreed that it 
could be challenge at the college level to 
excel both on and off the field. 

“It’s harder than most people 
think. We have to focus on football, 
school, and staying out of trouble 
with the girls,” said Alton Clines, 
a member of the team’s red shirt 
squad. “It’s nothing like high school, 
where the teachers and coaches showed a 
little favoritism toward us if they like us.” 

Members of the red-shirt squad must attend 
practices, take part in conditioning drills, attend 
mandatory study halls, and meet strict curfews just 
like the players on the team roster. 

TJC also has a strict no-fighting policy. Team 
members who get caught fighting face disciplinary 
action. Students who get in a fight on campus could 
lose any scholarships they possess, and be kicked out of 
school, according to the student code of conduct. Stu¬ 
dents who get in fights off campus can also be expelled. 

“It (campus disciplinary policy) takes care of itself,” 
Coach Palmer said. “We go by the policy and show no 
favoritism.” 

Even though all players go through adversity, Coach 
Palmer said that he expects the best from them and that he 
will not tolerate anything less. 

“When they sign a national letter (to play football) 
here, they know our expectation are high, and that will never 
change,” Palmer said.

Although, self-motivation has been her strong suit, 
Kielman isn’t in this alone. She is very thankful for the 
people around her, including doctors, nurses, family and 
her ever-present boyfriend. 

“My medical staff was phenomenal,” said Kielman. 
“They were all sweet and even prayed with riie. My boy¬ 
friend has been with me through everything. He was there 
when I got my head shaved and tells me I’m beautiful 
when I don’t feel beautiful. They’re all my angels.” 

Faith plays a key part in Kielman’s life. She maintains 
a steady prayer life and continues to see light, even in her 
darkest hours. 

“I pray hard every day,” said Kielman. “None of this 
would have been possible without God. I truly believe he 
chose me to carry this burden so that I can help others. 
This is my calling.” 

Kielman isn’t the only one dedicated to helping oth¬ 
ers with breast cancer. In fact, to honor all survivors, the 
“Tour for the Cure,” will take place on Oct. 22, outside 
of Rose Stadium as a part of Tyler Junior College’s 85th 
Anniversary. It will consist of several bike rides, walks and 
parades ranging from 1 to 54 miles. These events have 
been coordinated in order to raise money for breast cancer 
awareness. 

“I think the tour is great, especially for college stu¬ 
dents,” said Kielman. “Mammograms and self-breast ex¬ 
ams are so important for younger students. Early detec¬ 
tion is the key and can save your life.” 

Kielman was excited to share her experiences for oth¬ 
er breast cancer patients to learn from. She even had some 
advice for those in similar situations. 

“Keep pushing, because you only come out stronger 
on the other side,” said Kielman. “You don’t realize how 
strong you are until life throws you a curveball. So keep 
the faith.”

Melton explained that this sort of thing doesn’t hap¬ 
pen often at TjC, but Campus Safety responded the best 
they could to bring the suspect to justice for his crime. 

“We started our investigation Saturday evening, but 
we didn’t conclude it until Monday morning,” Melton said. 
“It’s very sensitive dealing with a case like this and trying 
to find out the truth of the matter. Sometimes when you 
have a crime of this sort, the officer working might not be 
the best person to do the interview, so as far as our policy 
and procedure, we contact one of our seasoned trained in¬ 
vestigators to do a case like this.” 

Time is something that campus safety doesn’t always 
have on their side explained Melton, but there are proper 
channels they must follow before arresting an individual 
for a crime and turning them over to Tyler Police, all before 
the suspect has a chance to get away. 

“There’s certain elements to a sexual assault that the 
Texas Penal Code requires, so we have to make sure we’ve 
looked at each and every offense,” Melton said. “After that 
point we take the [information] write it up and present it 
to a judge of the County Court at Law, leading up to what 
we like to call probable cause.” 

Matandi was issued an arrest warrant by Judge Ran¬ 
dall L. Rogers in Smith County Monday morning, where

“If there is any hazing going on, I haven’t been notified 
of it,” said Nguyen adding that the reason he got up and spoke 
specifically about it was more of a “proactive” measure than 
anything else. He also said that TJC had “never really” had a 
problem with hazing. However, he did say that if anyone was 
to report a hazing incident, the guidelines of the student hand¬ 
book would be followed. According to the student handbook 
the definition of hazing is “any action taken or situation cre¬ 
ated whether on or off College property to produce mental, or 
physical discomfort, embarrassment, harassment, or ridicule.” 
According to that definition hazing would include things such 
as “dropping food (eggs, grapes, liver, etc.) in the mouth,” “not 
permitting a person to talk for an extended period of time,” and 
“expecting participation in activities that the full members are 
not willing to participate in.” 

Just earlier this year the Kappa Alpha fraternity at Texas 
A&M University was under investigation for hazing. According 
to KTBX, a member from the Kappa Alpha fraternity shot a pet 
goat in front of pledges and also forced them to drink a concoc¬ 
tion of spices, jalapeno peppers, and Dr. Pepper, which resulted 
in some pledges getting sick. In this case just the one member 
who carried out the hazing was suspended from the fraternity. 

But in another case at A&M in 1997, a member of Kappa 
Alpha received a misdemeanor for his part in a hazing. Not only 
did the University suspend the Kappa Alpha recognition but 
the Kappa Alpha national headquarters suspended their chapter 
for two years. 

Nguyen made it clear that if a student organization was 
caught hazing that the punishment would vary bn a case by case 
basis. After the incident was reported to Nguyen it would be up 
to him to investigate the case. 

If it does turn out that there was indeed a hazing incident, 
then he would try to solve the hazing incident within the cam¬ 
pus’ club chapter so that the national chapter wouldn’t need to 
be called. But if the organization is not cooperative after a haz¬ 
ing investigation, then the national chapter would be called in 
to deal with the matter themselves. In some cases Nguyen said 
“something as simple as giving the organization community ser¬ 
vice” would be sufficient. 


Despite putting the suspect behind bars, Melton ex¬ 
plained it’s only solving half the problem. There’s emotion¬ 
al damage a student sustains after a traumatic experience 
like a sexual assault. He believes that TJC has great support 
for issues like this and he recommends talking to someone 
about a particular problem or situation. 

“We have licensed professional councilors on campus 
that can talk to anyone who’s been in this type of an abusive 
situation,” Melton said. “We have connections with The 
East Texas Crisis Center and Officer Scott is a member of 
the Smith County Sexual Assault Task Force. We are very 
knowledgeable and very concerned with this type of crime 
and we are willing to make a difference however we can.” 

Johnson explained that crimes at TJC don’t go unpun¬ 
ished and neither are they any less serious than if they 
were committed out in the community. 

“At this campus, if you commit a crime or do some¬ 
thing that is in volition [with the rules regulations],you will 
be caught and you will be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the law,” said Johnson. “This campus is for educating stu¬ 
dents. .. and if you’re not here to learn, then you need to go 
some place else... That’s just the way I feel about it.” 


ZERO HAZING 
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
